The Blue Dlonntaln Fiend Pays the Penalty 
for His Many Crimes, 

Sydney, N.S.W., July 16.— John New- 
man, alias Frank Butler, convicted of 
the murder of Captain Lee Weller in 
tlie Blue jNIoiintain mining district in 
November, 18'Jt3, was hanged here yes- 
terday. He broke down at the last, the 
remarkable stoicism which be bad ex- 
hibited since hia arrest in San Francisco 
t^iving way, and he confessed hia guilt 
of this as well as other ahocking crimes. 
He iidinitted that ilia right name was 
John Newman, and that he was born of 
good family in Stall'ordsliire. EuRlaiid, 
in 18-38. He professed tlie profoundest 
penitence for liia misdeeds, and at the 
last moment willingly received the re- 
ligious consolation usiuilly ofFercd the 
condemned. 

The execution was effected without 
incident. Few spectators were permit- 
ted, these present being jirincipally ofU- 
cers of tlie court and attendants directly 
concerned in carrying out the law's de- 
cree. The case is one that has excited 
intense interest throughout the colonies, 
and great satisfaction in the thorough 
work performed by the detectives in 
securing evidence leading not only to 
tlie capture of Newman, but liis aiieedy 
conviction and execution, is expressed. 

A NEWSPAPER SOLD. 

The Tacoma Ledger Passing Into the Hands 
of a Chicago Newspaper Uan. 

T.vcoMA, July 16. — It ia stated on good 
authority that E, M. Shultze, late of the 

Chicago Tribune stall", has completed 
arrangements whereby the Morning 
IjCduer will jiass into his hands. The 
transfer, it is said, will not lie made 
until tlie termination of j\Iaj. Hayden'a 
receiverahip, Julyli4. It is also stated 
that Jameo N. Bradley ,an old newspaper 
man and a relative of Mr. Shulze, will 
bo given a responsible poaition on the 
editorial department. With the new 
deal the paper, whidi for years has 
opposed the Typograi)liii;al Union, will 
eiiijiloy union printers. This was iiiaiie 
delinilely known to-day, and ends tlie 
longest anti-union light ever made in 
the Northwest.

The C P. R. Declines to Parallel His Road 
to Robson and Quote Lower 
Freight Rates. 

Mo.N'THHAL, July IC— Mr. Shaughnessy 
being shown a Rossland tliepateh denied 
that he had ever said to Messrs. Turner 
and Blackstock that the C. P- R. could 
not go into Eossland to handle .smelter 
ores till the Crow's Nest Pass road waa 
completed. Wliat he told them was that 
they could not supply coal and coke un- 
til the Crow'a Nest Pass line was built 
into the diatricts where mines are loca- 
ted. The smelter situation, from liis 
standpoint, is aummed up as follows: 
The Le Rol mine owners proposed build- 
ing a smelter at Robson, or thereabouts. 
They claimed that Mr. Heinze, who now 
operates a road from Rossland to Rob- 
son, would give them a low enough rate 
for the carriage of ores to make it pay 
them to build at liobaon. They now ask 
the O.P.R. to build another road paral- 
leling the present tracks, and give tliem 
a lower rate. TheC.P.R. would prefer 
to aee the matter arranged with Mr. 
Heinze without resortintr to auch an ex- 
pedient, and do not consider themselves 
a factor in the question at present.

From the Seattle I'ost lntelllgeucer, 
The Post-Intelligencer chartered a tug 
at Port TowDsend on Friday night to 
enable a stafT correapohdent to meet the 

incoming steamship Portland from St. 
Michaels, loaded with her treasure &l 
.'ii700,000 from the Klondike. The steam- 
ship was boarded at 2 o'clock abreast of 
Port Angeles and the Poat-Intelligencer 
correspondent was aboard long^ enough 
to get the thrilling story that follows. 
But the Portland ia a alow-going boat. 
The Poet-Intelligencer wanted to get the 
newa to ita readers at tlie earliest possi- 
ble moment, so the tug waa ordered sent 
to Seattle with the correspondent on 
board. Tlie Sea Lion, Capt. Sprague, 
made the trip down in record-breaking 
time, arriving at C o'clock, at least two 
hours ahead of the Portland. The Port- 
land has on board 6S miners with $700,- 
000 in gold — not a man who has less ' 
than $5,000. Some of them have over 
li!l00,000. Some of theui are Seattle men, 
and they come back happy and rich. 
This story, obtained under consider.tble 
difficulty, but which is thought to be 
full and reliable in detail will be read 
with intense interest. It follows: 



BRINGING BACK GOLD. 

Sixty-eight Miners on tbe Portland Confirm 
the Fabulous Stories. 

On Boakd Steamsdip Poutland, 3 
a.m. — At 3 o'clock this morning the 
steaioahip Portland, from St. Michaels 
for Seattle, passed up Sound with more 
than a ton of solid gold on board and OS 
passengers. In the captain's cabin are 
three chests and a large safe filled with 
the precious nuggets. The metal is worili 
nearly $700,000 and the most of it waa 
taken out of tlie ground in less than 
three nionthsof last winter. ^In size the 
nuggets range from the size of a pea to a 
guinea egg. Of the 08 miners aboard 
hardly a man has leas than $7,000 and 
one or two have more than $100,000 in 
yellow nuggeta. 

One peculiar feature to be noticed is 
that the big strilces.were made by ten- 
derfeet, while the old .and experienced 
miners of many years' experience are 
sufl'ering indescribable hardship and 
privation in Alaalsa and the North- 
west Territory, and have only a 
few thouaand dollars to show for 
their labor. Fortune seemed to smile on 
the inexperienced men who went into 
the mining districta late last year, as 
nearly all of them were the most fortun- 
ate. Tlie stories they tell seem too in- 
credulous and far Ijeyond belief. lu- 
stancea are noted where single individ- 
uals have taken out, in two and one-half 
months, gold to tlie value of $150,000. 

Clarence Berry, of Fresno, Cal., wer.t> 
to the Yukon in 1890 and proapected sev- 
eral years without success. He returned 
home last autumn, was married and 
took his bride to the Klondike last No- 
vember. He is now on the Portland 
witli $135,000, the result of a winter's 
work and fortune's smile. 

Frank Phiscator, of Baroda, Mich., is 
another lucky miner. He went to the 
Klondike last autumn and is now re- 
turning with $90,027, having worked two 
claims with nine men, three months, 
and he still owns the claims. He was 
one of tlie original discoverers of tlie I'^l 
Dorada district. 

Altliough most of the passengers are 
returning home witli plenty of gold, they 
all advise and urge people who contem- 
plate going to tlie Yukon not to think of 
taking in less than one ton ol grub, and 
l)lenty of clothes. While it ia a poot 
man's country, yet the hardships and 
privations to be encountered by inexper- 
ienced persons unused to frontier life is 
certain to result in much suffering dur- 
ing the winters. They should go pro- 
pared with at least a year'a supplies. 

The rush to the Klondike region com- 
menced late last year and tlie claims 
were staked out ami worked all winter. 
Labor was ^15 a day last winter. I'lour 
sold for $6(1 a sack and otiier provisions 
were iiroportionately high. Some of 
the mine owners attempted to lower tlie 
wages to $10 without success, liy burn- 
ing the giound to thaw the gravel, which 
was hoisted up about twelve feet to the 
dumps, where it was sluiced andwa^lied 
in the spring, miners were able to work 
during the entire winter. In the early 
part of last niontli the thermometer ran 
nji to 85 degrees in the shade and in Jan- 
uary it was 58 degrees below zero." 

The steamer Portland was reported 
passing Cape Flattery at 4:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The news dis- 
patches from San Francisco announcing 
the arrival of the Excelsior at that port 
with many miners and a large tjuantity 
of gold has created a public demand for 
the latest and most authentic news Ironi 
the gold lields of Alaska.

Portland arrivinf; in Seattle before 8 or 
o'clock tliig morning, the I'uHt-Intelli- 
gencer tiilegruplieil to Miuiager Libby, of 
the Pnget Sound 'lusbont Co., at Port 
Towusend and chartered the tug Sea 
Lion, Capt. O. W. Sprague, to intercept 
the Portland in the StraitB ao that this 
paper's rej)reHentativo could interview 
the returning niinorH and lay their 
■ stories before the public at ttie earliest 
moment. 

At 2 o'clock this morning the Port- 
land wiia stopped in the middle of the 
straits abreast of Port Angeles by the 
Sea Lion. As the reporter went over 
the steamer's side and was met by Capt. 
Kidstou, a' crowd of miners gathered 
about, eager to hear the latest local 
news. Entering the captain's cabin, 
the skipper pointed to a corner in which 
was piled three boses and a large safe. 

" There, you see those boxes and that 
safe; well, they contain in round figures 
over $700,000 in gold, and that metal 
weighs nearly a ton and a half," was 
the captain's response to the reporter's 
question as to the amount of gold that 
was on board. He continued : 

" Out of the OS passengers there is 
hardly a man on board who has leas 
than $5,000, and one or two have over 
.•MOO.OOO." 

The captain then went below and 
awakened one or two of his passengers, 
who came to the cabin and chatted a few 
moments about the Klondike and its 
mines. 

CLARENCE BEBBY. 

Clarence Berry is regarded as the lack- 
iest man in the Klondike. With a miner 
it is all luck, nothing else. Ton months 
ago Mr. Berry was a jioor miner and to- 
day he is in Seattle on his way to his 
home in Fresno, Cal., with $180,000 in 
gold nuggets. IIu said rather modestly: 

" Yes, I've been rather fortunate. Last 
winter I took out $130,000 in :!0 box 
lengths, and in one length I found $10,- 
000. Another time, the second largest 
nugget ever found in the Yukon was 
taken out of my claim ; it weighed 13 
ounces and was worth $231. 

" I have known men to takeout $1,000 
a day from a drift claim. Of courae, the 
gold was found in pockets, and those 
finds, you can rest assured, were very 
scarce. 

" I would not advise a man to take 
in an outfit that would cost less than 
$500. He must expect to be disap- 
pointed and the chances are that he may 
prospect for years without finding a pay- 
ing claim, and again he may be lucky 
enoueh to strike it rich. 

" The country is wild, rough and full 
of hardships for those unused to the 
rigors of Arctic winters. If a man makes 
a fortune he is liable to earn it by eevere 
hardship and Bufferings. But, then, 
grit, perseverance and luck will proba- 
bly reward a hard worker with a com- 
fortable income for life." 

IKSPKOTOR STIUCKLAND, 

Inspector Strickland, of the Canadian 
mounted police, ia eu route to Ottawa on 
otlicial business. Ilia statements were 
guarded and conservative. He said there 
were only two mining districta in what 
is known as the Ivlondyke aection and 
they are called the Hunker and Bonanza 
districts. He added : 

"When I left Dawson City a month 
ago there were about 800 claims staked 
out and there were between 2,000 and 
15,000 people in there. We can safely 
say that there was about $1,500,000 in 
gold mined last winter. The wages in 
the mines were $15 a day and the saw 
mill paid laborers $10 a day. 

"The claims now staked out will 
afford employment for aboat 5,000 men, 
I believe. If a man is strong, healthy 
and wants to work he can find employ- 
ment at good wages. Several men 
worked on an interest or what is termed 
a '"lay" and during the winter realized 
from $5,000 to $10,000 apiece. The 
mines are from S5 to 100 miles from the 
Alaska boundary." 

William Stanley, of Seattle, is among 
the passengers. He left his son in 
charge of hia interests in a couple of 
claims. He went to the Klondike last 
year and ia now returning with nearly 
$'.)0,000 in gold. 

Henry Anderson, a native of Sweden 
and well-known on the Sound, sold a 
one-half interest in hia claim on Kl 
Dorado creek and ia coming back to 
Seattle with .$-15,000 spot cash, the pro- 
ceeds of the sale. 

T. J, Kelly and son, of Tacoma, went 
in last year and made $10,000. The son 
is in charge of the claim, and the father 
is among tlie Portland's passengera. 

Ivicluird Blake, of Dungeness, has been 
euccesBfui, and ia coming back to the 
place where he was born and raised with 
u 1^1! euckful of nuggeta. 

William Sloan, formerly a dry gooda 
merchant of Nanaimo, J5.C., sold hia 
claim for $52,000, and with the gold he 
took from the mine has come back to 
civilization. 

Another man the name of Wilken- 
son, of the same city, sold his claim for 
$40,000, and is back to stay. 

Bob Strong, of Port Townsend, has a 
good claim, and is in a fair way to make 
a fortune; but his brother, William 0. 
Strong, ia not ao fortunate. They are 
both working on the Kl Doradu river. 

Jack Home, of Tacoma, formerly a 
well-known lightweight pugil ist of I'liget 
•Sound, went to the Kluiuiike last lall 
and worked on a " lay." He ia returning 
with t-oniethiiig over $0,000, which is 
probably more than lie could have 
realized in the "ring." 

Frank Kellar, of Loa Angeles, is on 
board the Portland with $35,000. He 
went in iaat year, mined during the win- 
ter and last month sold the claim for 
that Bum. 

• Briefly, such ia the story of nearly 
every miner on board. They all have 
gold, and it is piled about the etateroonia 
like so much valueleiss hand basrgage. 
They attribute their auccesa to "lucky 
strikes," and aver that thuuaanda of peo- 
ple will rush to the Yukon valley in the 
next year or two, and after undergoing 
great hardships and privations will pro- 
bably return broken in health and linan- 
cea. All of the miners lay great atreaa 
on the necessity of taking in plenty of 
supplies, and suy that the proper outfit 
Will cost not less than $500 to each man. 

TIIK I'OUTI^ANd's 1'A.SSKN'GKIJH. 

There can be no doubt that the late 
strikes in the Yukon valley are the rich- 
est ever known. Instances are common 
where pane of gravel have yielded over 
.$100, and occasionally much more. It 
is generally conceded, though, that all 
of the territory where the rich 
strikes were made has been staked, 
and that so far as those districts 
are concerned it is useless for any 
onn tn think; of making locations. 

But, tbeo', thdre are other streapiB, all 



of which are known to have gold-bear- 
ing bars, but it is extremely doubtful as 
to whether their richnoaa will equal the 
famed Eldorado and Bonanza creeks of 
the Klondike. .

■rilK SUI'l'LIKS NUCKSSAUY. 

What supplies are necessary for a man 
to take to the Yukon? is 'a question 
asked every minute in the day. Miners 
returning from the Klondike on the 
Portland have furnished this list to the 
Poat-Intelligencer: 

Provisions. — Bacon, 200 pounds; flour, 
SOO pounds; assorted dried fruits, 150 
pounds; corn meal, 200 pounds; rice, 50 
pounda; coffee, parched, 75 pounds; tea, 
40 pounds ; sugar, 75 pounds ; beans, 150 
pounds; condenaed milk, 1 case; aaaort- 
ment of evaportcd vegetables and meats. 

Clothing. — Two suits of corduroy; 3 
pairs rubber boota ; o paira heavy ahoes; 
2 dozen heavy woollen sox ; dozen 
woollen mita ; 3 pair woollen gloves ; 3 
anita heavy underwear; 2 suits mack- 
inaw; 2 hats; 4 heavy woollen shirts; 1 
heavy coat; 3 pairs of heavy woollen 
blankets. 

The outfit will cost about $175. Tran- 
sportation via steamer to Klondike, 
$150, or via Juneau and Dyea, $40. If 
by the latter route the carriage from salt 
water to Lake Liuderman, a distance of 
thirty-one miles, say one and one-half 
tons,' at 15 cents per pound, $450. Boat 
at Lake Linderman, $00. Miscellaneous, 
.$25. Total, $750. Conservatively, that 
is a fair estimate of the requirements of 
a man who expects to remain in the 
Yukon for eighteen months. There are 
several other incidental expenses which 
might be incurred, or the amount of 
supplies might be curtailed to a slight 
e:ctent. 



SEATTLE IS tVILD. 

The Population Preparing to Leave for the 
Land of Gold. 

" When are you going? " was the 
question everybody addressed to every 
body else whom he met on the street 
yesterday. The city ia wild with ex- 
citement over the rich strikes of gold 
made in that country, and, hearing men 
talk, one would suppose that the whole 
population was about to arise and, with 
oneconBent,go to the Yukon. Policemen, 
firemen, street car men, clerks, book- 
keepers, lawyers, are cutting loose from 
their busineas in a hurrj' and awarming 
to the outfitting alorea and the steamer 
oflicea. Some doubters suggest that 
only the lucky ones are heard of, and 
that there nmat be many unlucky, but 
they are answered with the atateinent 
that $15 a day in wages is paid through- 
out the camp, and that men are scarce 
at that rate. That settles it, and all 
hands scatter to organize a syndicate 
which will grubstake them, or to buy 
their outfit if they have sufficient capi- 
tal of their own. 

The rush extends to men high in busi- 
nesa and social life. Ex-Governor John 
H. McGraw and his son, Tom, are going. 
So are Ex-Brig. Gen. E. M. Carr ; John 
jMather, formerly manager of the Seattle 
Gas ami J'^lectric Light Company ; Jeas 
Brinker, son of the United Stales dis- 
trict attorney ; Pobert Webb, aon of 0. 
L. Webb, wlioleaalo merchant; Josiah 
Collins, tlie well-known young lawyer; 
George I!. Ivittinger, a Iciuler of the Re- 
publicans in the legialatnre ; A. J. Bal- 
liet, lawyer and athlete; George 1'. l'"ol 
Bon),oftbe Novelty Mill Comj)any ; \V 
B. Goodwin ; A. Sidney Hansard, of the 
First National Bank; Charlea Wurtele, 
of the Great Northern railroad ofiice; 
Col. Joeepli Green; It. Abernethy, the 
Pike street shoe merchant; J. K. llay- 
den, jr.. mining broker; D. ti. Jlcl'av- 
ish, painter; H. A. Frederick and Lo- 
roy M. Tozier. 

Several members of the police force 
have resigned to take part in the exodus. 
Oflicer John F. Burkman and two others 
have been grubstaked by a syndicate of 
sixteen of the force. Othcer James Burns 
will alao go to join his jiartner, who has 
already made a stuke. 

The fever has epread Ibroughoul the 
lire tlepiirtincnt. 1'. 1!. .Smith, .lack 
I'arr and E. 1'. Uurfeehave resigned and 
bought their tickets. 

There ia no telling how long the street 
car men will remain at their posts. W. 
B. Goodrich, secretary of the Madison 
street company, and conductor Wilson 
have biiuglit tickets for the Al-Ki. A 
party (if live, including L. C. Dabbett, 
are g(jiiig with If. A. Frederick. C. O. 
Carr and ,1. N. Tyler have deserted the 
I ireen lake line.

Perhaps the fever struck no locality 
harder than the water front. Among 
others, Capt. Kd. Barrington, of the 
steamer Fairhaven, and Purser George 
Noonan, of the steamer State of Wash- 
ington, having resigned to go. They 
will croea the eummit. Already all the 
berths of the steamer Portland save two 
or three have been filled and beds will 
be made on the floor to accommodate 
the crowd, 

I'eter Sutherland, of Ballard, has re- 
ceived a letter from hia partner, George 
Guy at Circle City, who had just return- 
ed from L.iwson City for his wife and 
child and household furniture. He 
urged Mr. Sutherland to lease or dis- 
pose of his business at Ballard and go to 
the Klondike with a large stock of goods 
adapted to that country. 

SCIIOONElt OUTKn-TINO. 

The schooner Fischer Brothers is be- 
ing loaded as rapidly as possible with 
stores of general mercbondiBe for the 



Y'ukon. P. C. RichaiifdBpii anperintend- 
ing the arrangement o£;;'tlie cargo, said 
that he intended to go iipith himself in 
the spring, taking the inland trail across 
the summit to the Klondike. " Discov- 
eries in the Yukon have but begun," he 
said, "and in live years from now the 
opportunities will be better fourfold be- 
cause of the increased facilitiea for traua- 
portation. There are creeks that have 
not been touched. There ia a large 
ground floor to the Yukon. In going 
thern now I should not seek to get in on 
the Klondike, but would wait for reports 
of new strikes, and then start oil" to stake 
out a claim on the now diacovery." The 
Fischer Brothers will sail Sunday or 
Monday. 

The hazardous enterprise of herding 
live stock into the Yukon by the inland 
trail has been tried several times this 
aeason, with what success remains yet 
to be learned. On the Steamer Al-Ki, 
sailing July 18, will be 700 sheep in 
charge of herders employed by George 
L. Miller. 

The experience of the Thorp party has 
proven the feasibility of getting cattle 
across the long stretch of bleak country, 
and with a reasonable measure of suc- 
cess. Miller will take in enough sheep 
to greatly lessen the i)OssibilitieB of a 
shortage in food this winter. 

TACOMA HAS THE FEVER. 

On Every Hand Are Preparations to Rush 
to the Eldorado. 

Tacoma, July 14.— The news of the 
fabulously rich finds in the Klondike 
has caused the greatest excitement to 
prevail in Tacoma, nearly every other 

question of public interest being aide- 
tracked by the reports from the gold 
fields. Nearly everyone of speculative 
nature is talking of going in this fall or 
next spring, as the reports brought out 
by successful miners show that there are 
hundreds of atreanis that have never 
been prospected at all, nearly every one 
of which should contain gold. 

There are a number of people in this 
city who have contemplated taking a 
trip into that country for some time, but 
have delayed in order that something 
definite might be learned in regard to the 
richnesa of the district. Now that this 
has come, the boo has again begun to 
buzz, with the result that there will be 
considerable hustling, studying of routes 
and other arrangements incident to a trip 
to that far-ofT country. People generally 
seem to realize that it is a hazardous un- 
dertaking and one that requires much 
thought and means to make. 

Several Tacoma people vfdnt in this 
year well provided for a long campaign. 
Letters from these parties will be eagerly 
watched for, now that the report haa 
been brought out that everyone up there 
is getting rieh. 



THE TICKERS SILENT. 

Break in tlie Cable Not Yet Repaired and 
Telegrams Travel by Mail. 

The interruption to telegraphic con- 
nection wliich occurred on Thursday 
night, proves to be due to a break in the 
cable at a point thought to be not far 
dii^tant from the Vancouver landing. 
The work of location and repair is being 
nuahed with all diligence. In the mean- 
time dispatches from and to Victoria 
have to be transmitted by mail, and that 
is why the telegraphic news in ihe Coi.o- 
NiuT is not so fresti as it might be. 

A LACROSSE SCANDAL. 

Members of Ottawa^s Cbampion Team 
Ctaarsed With Selling a 
Match. 

OiTAWA, July 10.— The lacrosse bomb 
has burst and the particulars ol the al- 
leged Toronto-Capital match deal will 

be ventilated in the police court to-mor- 
row morning. Information was laid 
yesterday afternoon before Magistrate 
O'Gara, charging Frank Biasonette, ex- 
captain of the team, and Joseph Troy 
with conspiracy to defraud. The infor- 
mation as sworn by a police detective 
charges the two with bavins: conspired 
to defraud the public by bribing Devine, 
Murphy antl Carleton of the Capitals to 
lose the match with Toronto two weeks 
ago. Troy and Frank Biseonette are 
said to have bet heavy sums of money 
with Hugh Carson, Peter Green anil 
others. Carson and Green are old la- 
crosse players. 

SALMON WON'T BE SCOOPED. 

Failure of a Sound Man's Device for Taking 
Them in Bulk. 

Tacoma, July 10.— The steamer Edith, 
after a six days' trip down the Sound, 
taken for the purpose of testing a new 
device for catching salmon, patented by 
1''. J. Wright and L. A. Fisher, relumed 
last night without a single fish. The ex- 
periment proved a complete failure, and 
although Mr. Wright ia not entirely sat- 
isfied with the trial, his associates who 
were on board the steamer at the time 
are confident that it iii futile to put fur- 
ther faith ill the ))nuai(:;il)ility of the 
novel ap|)aratu8. The ei|uipiuenl, con- 
aisting of iron racks, was adjusted lo the 
buw of the boat several incliea below the 
water, and it was planned to scoop up 
fish by the steamer and to convey them 
by machinery to the vessel's deck. 

The test was flrst made in Rosaria 
straits, where salmon were running in 
big schools, but the approach of the 
Edith was a sure aignal for the liflli to 
scatter, and although they weie seen 
jumping in every direction they were 
too sly to be caught in a trap of this 
character. 

The trial was repeated several nights 
and once in the daytime without any 
better results, and in various fishing lo- 
calities down the Sound, Mr. Wright is 
inclined to believe that less moonlight 
might be more favorable, but others 
think that fish can aeo a steamer the 
size of the lOdith under any conditions, 
and know enough to ste(!r clear.

toria for the Klondyko. Accouipanying 
the shipment are John Ciunoron, W. 
Heaney, -Joliii l''rank, Jolm Truran and 
Chas. iJolt;:, all of whom necdlesa to say 
have the uold fever badly. Other for- 
tune eeekers leaving Viutoria on the 
same boat will bo Robt.

A Port Toivnaeiid diai)alch saya : 
" The British bark Altcar, whicti arrived 
two days ago, seveutj'-eight days from 
Callao, has liad no end of trouble with 
the crew since reucliint; the .Sound. The 
crew shipped for the round trip, and on 
reaching here liled a complaint witfi the 
British vice consul against the captain, 
in which it was said that the crew had 
not been given enousili food to keep the 
jnen in workiii;: condition^ 

" Failing to be discharged on this plea, 
the crew then made afUdavita that the 
Altcar is unaeawortliy. A board of in- 
-veetigatorB, consiBtlng of masters of other 
ships in the harbor, was appointed. The 
Altcar was closely inspected and pro- 
noDneed in eood sea-worthy condition. 

"The draw will stay with. the ship 
under protest, as the men will not get 
pay for servicea rendered if they desert 
here. The bark will sail in two weeks 
with lumber for West Coast, having 
been recently purchased by Callao capi- 
talists. The Altcar will sail from here 
under the Otiilean flag, the chani(e being 
made by the British and Chilean vice 
-consuls of this port."

A COLONIAL WARSHIP. 

Lord Charles Beresford Shows That to 
Accept One Dllgbt Prove Em- 
barrassing. 

I.ONDO.N, .fuly 15. — [^ord Charles Beres- 
ford haH written a letter in reference to 
the magniLicent oll'er of the Ciii)e Colony 
to present a flret-claaa battleship 
to Great Britain, in wliich lie de- 
precates tlie (act that the otlier colon- 
ies are hurrying to imiwate it because 
as he says", in the event of war, 
strategic reasons rnight reouire the re- 
moval of the fleet from colonial waters, 
leaving the colonies open to hostile at- 
tacks, an<i this might cause soreness and 
uiismiderstanding on the part of the 
olliciala of the colonies which have con- 
tributed to the purchase of ironclads. 
It would bo much better, aays Lord 
Beresford, for thu Colonies to provide 
well fortilit'd and equipj>ed naval haaea 
wliere a fleet could be repaired and re- 
fitted in the shortest posBihle time. The 
increasing of euch bases -would do more 
to Btrengttien the Kmpire than the 
enlargement of the fleet; and Lord 
Beresford thinks that it would have 
been wiser to spend £l,000,OOU in mak- 
ing the Capo more efficient as a naval 
base. 



ANSBEE HAS STABTEO. 

Jlis Balloon Commenced the Trip to the 
North Pole a Week Ago. 

Tbomsoe, Norway, July lU.— The 
steamer Svenskund, from Spitzbergen, 
reports that Herr Andree, the aeronaut, 
ascended in his balloon on Sunday after- 
noon at 2,30. The ascent was made 
under favorable circumstance. The wind 
was good and all was well. 

As the wind conditions were more 
favorable on Sunday morning than they 
have been, the order was given tliat the 
start should be made as quickly as pos- 
sible. The preparations occupied three 
and a half hours. The balloon, chria- 
tened the Eagle, made a successful 
ascent amid the shouts of the crowd 
which had gathered to witness its de- 
oarture. Despite the lightness of the 
wind the balloon rose rapidly until an 
altitude of about 600 feet had been at- 
tained, when it was forced down nearly 
to the surface of the sea. After a few 
sand bajis Jiad been thrown out, how- 
BVf i-. it again ascended. 

Tlie weather was clear, and the Eagle 
was visible fur an hour, travelling in a 
north-nortli-eaaterly direction. Wlien 
last seen it was moving at the rate of 
twenty-two miles an hour. 

Stockholm, July Ifi.— The Adombla- 
det baa received the following telegram 
from llerr Andree, via Tromsoe, written 
just before the balloon was cast loose : 

" In -accordance with our decision, aa 
was announced at i.o5 in the morning, 
preparations were made to start, and 
noW) at 2,30 in the afternoon, we are 
ready to ascend. We shall probably be 
carried in a north-north-easterly direc- 
tion. I hope gradually to get into 
regions with more favorable wind con- 
ditions than exiat here. In the name of 
all my colleagues I aend our warmest 
greeting to our country and friends. 

Andrick."

TEE KLONDYKE. 

It would be like gilding gold to attempt 
to add anything to the bare recital of 
the facta about the Klondyke placers. 

The story reads like a fairy tale ; but 
there is something very substantial 
I'.bout bags ot nuggets and gold dust. 

Wonderful as the story is, there ia no 
reason to suppose that the half has been 
told about the Yukon. The riches of 
the Klondyke were unsuspected two 
years ago, and the first discoveries hardly 
warranted such anticipations as have 
been realized. We may look forward to 
other discoveries enually as sensational 

Even if nothing more is brought to 
light than has been demonstrated, the 
future of the Oanadian Yukon for the 
next decade is assured. Mr. Hestwood, 
uf Seattle, who has been three years 
in the Yukon district, said in .San Fran 
Cisco that $10,000,000 in gold will be 
brouglit out this year. Mr. W. .Sloan, an 
interview with whom wo print to-day, 
eaya that while he thinks this estimate 
excessive, the Klondyke district will un 
donbtedly ultimately yield $35,000,000. 

The consequence of these extraordin 
a ry discoveries will be such a rush in 
the Yukon this year and next as will 
purpasa all others. Xo means should be 
left untried by Victoria to receive her 
fair share o£ the great businesa that will 
result. It means millions for Victoria. 

Custom bouse officers should be placed 
on the passes at once, a direct steamship 
line be put on at the earliest posaible 
(1 lyand the route advertised all over the 
United States and Canada. 



THE BEO INNING OF HISTORY. 

The process of decii)liering the 20,000 
tablets, discovered in the ruins of the 
ancient city lying below the remains of 
Babylon, is proceeding very satisfac 
torily, and with such results that the 
liOndon Times calls the lind " the great 
est discovery of inoilcrn times." The 
tablets give a more or less connected 
record, the beginning of which dates 
back at least 7,000 years before tlio 
Christian era. The oldest that has yet 
been read speaks of a kine who had just 
vanquished " the Great Bow-men," and 
whoso territories extended " from the 
risini; of the sun to tlie weetern sea." 

We note in regard to tliis discovery 
first, that uearly if not ([ulte ten thou- 
sand years ago a system of preserviiiij 
written records had been perfected. We 
will appreciate what this means better 
if we reflect for a moment over the 
fact that if some great cataclysm 
should overwhelm, say, this city 
It, would Ijo ini posaible after iti 
ed'ects had passed away for those who 
explored its ruins to discover anything, 
except the monumesta in our cemeteries, 
which would tell what manner of people 
we were or what we had accomplished 
Let the gnawing tooth of time prey upon 
the results of our civilization for a 
thousand years, and no conceivable de- 
gree of ingenuity could piece out of the 
fragments that would be left even a 
suggestion of our present condition. Yet 
the Kinga, who reigned in the Euphrates 
valley ton thousand years ago, have left 
us sucli a story of their deeds, that it is 
easy to i)icture the acoue of a hundred 
centuries ago, when the monarch came 
back from his triumph over the Bow 
men, and proclaimed that there should 
be peace from the rising of the Sun to 
the Western Sea. Perhaps these ancient 
sovereigns were incited to the making 
of inperisliable records of their deeds 
by knowledge of tlio exifitonco of i)ro- 
vious dynasties, of which there was 
nothing left but luisf-y tradition.s. 
J'j 13 iv.ineeivable that to the learn- 
ing uf it hundred centuries ago the 



catastrophe, which we call the Ice Ago, 
was a comparatively recent event, and 
that knowing how a civilization had 
perished and left no record, this rulers 
had resolved that they, at least should 
not be entirely forgotton. At many 
points in the American continent in- 
Bcrii)tions have been discovered amid 
surroundings implying very great anti- 
quity. Owing to the semi-sacredneas of 
the notion that 4,004 years before Ohrist 
was the date of man's advent on this 
planet, and in part also to the absence 
of any trustworthy records of an anti- 
quity greater than three thousand or 
four thousand years before the present 
era, explorers have hesitated about as- 
signing to these American records the 
antiquity, to which they seem entitled. 
The discoveries beneath the ruins of 
Jiabylon demonstrate that there need 
no longer be any hesitation on this 
point. 

The e.irly tablets speak of the over- 
throw of the Bow men. As yet no one 
can say who the Bow men were. They 
may have been a savage race, bearing 
some such relation to the Euphrates mon- 
archy as the Scythians did to ancient 
liomo. They may have been a nation, 
quite tlie peers of their conquerors in all 
except the art of war, and very close 
rivals in that, The distinguishing name 
applied to them, the Great Bow men, 
suggests that they were a nation of 
archers and that the army of the Euph- 
rates possessed other weapons. They 
may have been like the ancient Britons 
as their conquerors may have been like 
the Romans. Here, if one chooses to give 
scope to the imagination, ia the basis for 
an interesting siieculation. The Bow 
Men must have gone somewhere, when 
driven away by their victorious foes. 
It is conceivable that they turned their 
faces westward and crossed Europe to 
settle finally in the isles of Albion. 

But there are more substantial deduc- 
tions than this to be drawn from thia 
great discovery, for the fact is established 
that a high stage of civilization had 
been attained at thia remote pe- 
riod and international conditions ex- 
isted, similar to those of to-day. 
That of itself is enough to force us to re- 
cast all our preconceived notions of tl;e 
history of mankind, and it iiives us an 
idea of the extreme pettiness of our own 
age in comparison with the great peri- 
ods that have gone before it. Imagina- 
tion can run riot in the vast vista of 
changes which this discovery opens up. 
Tliere are no limits to its possibilities. 
From the siege of Troy until to-day 
fewer years have elapsed than would till 
the span between the time when the 
King of the Euphrates people caused his 
triumph to be ascribed on the tablets 
and the buildinga of the great city of 
Babylon, whose foundatione we have 
been taught were laid very near the be- 
ginning of time. 

THE TIMES AND THE 

PENTICTON RAILWAY. 

It is quite true that the Coi.o.stst'.s ar- 
gument in regard to the Pentieton- 
Boundary railway applies both to the 
Provincial and Federal governments, as 
the Times alleges. A government in any 
British country may during the parlia 
raentary recess undertake to pledge the 
country to a certain line of policy sub 
ject to ratification by parliament, Thii 
is the very essence of responsible govern' 
ment and is one of the points wherein 
our system differs from that in force in 
the United States. But the point of the 
Times' article is very much blunted 
when attention is directed to the legis- 
lation of last session on this very sub- 
ject. By the subsidy act the govern- 
ment is given power, without further re- 
course to the legislature, to enter into an 
agreement with any person or company 
to build this piece of railway and pay 
$1,000 a mile towards it. So tlie Times 
will see there is no necessity 
for the government taking any new 
responsibility in the ]')r(!miBeB, fur it 
ia already clothed with ail the necessary 
power to act. It was because of this 
provision in the subsidy act that the 
Colonist urgeil the Dominion govern- 
ment to co-operate witli the i'rnvineial 
1,'overnmont in the matter. We would 
liavo the Dominion government approach 
the Provincial government and say : We 
are willing to pay ao much per mile to- 
wards the propoaed railway, and will ask 
parliament to vote the amount; will 
you join with us in- selecting some com- 
pany to build the road and agree to pay 
to said company the $4,000 j)er mile 
which tlio legislature has authorized you 
to give as a subsidy? This is a very 
simple proposition and we are inclined 
to feel grateful to the Times for giving 
us the occasion to show how simple it is. 

The Times was not content with tell- 
ing the simple truth. It had to try to 
be clever, and ao it suggests that the 
government aid should be given to the 
Coast-Kootenay " bill." Thia is not the 
bill that Dr. iVlilne sought to have paid 
out of that $55,000. Indeed the word 
" bill " is clearly a misprint for com- 
pany. The Times would hardly talk 
about granting aid to a bill. We do it 
no injustice by assuming it to have in- 
tended to re(iuest that the government 
shall pass an order-in-Council giving 
the subsidy to the Victoria, Vancouver 
& Eastern Company. But how will this 
solve the difficulty? The company re- 
ferred to could not build the line with 
the subsidy, and therefore it has not 
asked for it. It needs federal aid, 
and haa been positively and diatinctly 
informed that federal aid will not be 
forthcoming. The Times haa not only 



failed to put the Provincial governmeut 
in a liole over this matter, aa was its in- 
tention, but has succeeded in giving ad- 
ditional proof that what it seeks to pro- 
mote is not the public welfare, but the 
interests of a single corporation. 



Anuru started for the North Polo in 
his balloon last Sunday. It may be in- 
teresting to mention that the venture- 
some aeronaut is not taking as great 
risks as some persons might suppose. 
He has not let his balloon go high into 
the air and trust to chances, but will 
keep within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of the earth by means of drag 
ropes, which will be trailed from 
the car. These ropes will prevent 
the balloon from going very hiKh. 
As a part of their weight will rest upon 
the ground they will aflbrd a means of 
bringing the balloon down at any point, 
but will difler from anchor ropes in that 
an anchor rope is thrown out, while the 
drag ropes will be hauled in. If Andre 
wishes to descend he will haul in tite 
ropes so that the balloon will carry their 
whole weight, which will cause it to des- 
cend. If he wishes to go up again lie 
will throw out the ropee, so that they 
will rest on the irround, and the balloon 
thus lightened will riau in the air. He 
is, therefore, about as safe from accident 
as he would be in any sort of conveyance. 
His risk results from trusting to the 
wind as a motive power, because ho may 
thereby be carried into a place from 
which he will bo unable to retreat. 



Some of the Victoria businesa men 
think of ofl'ering the Dominion govern- 
ment a fixed sum per year for the right 
to collect duties on foreign goods going 
into the British Yukon; others think it 
would be better to ofl'er to guarantee the 
salary of an oflicer. Something ou(;litto 
be done without an liour'a delay, llim- 
dreds of thousands of dollars' worth of 
goods will go into the Yukon this year, 
and most of them will go from theUuited 
States unless an officer is put on at once. 
If word were sent to Seattle that an ofli- 
cer would go up on tlie next steamer, the 
hundreds of persons who will go North 
this year would come over here to 
outfit.

Evidence accumulates as to the exist- 
ence of a great balloon shaped body, 
powerfully illuminated, drifting over 
this continent, but the latest leporb as 
to its movements leaves the mystery as 
to the nature of the visitor and its mis- 
sion — if it haa any— as far from solution 
as ever. Just about a year ago it was 
reported from two points in the North 
em interior of British Columbia, by 
Indiana who had no possible means of 
communication with each other before 
making their almost simultaneous re- 
ports to the Indian agents, but who 
claimed to have seen it at jioints not too 
far distant to make it probable tliat it 
was the same object both had seen. 
Tlie Indians had all been warned to 
look out for Professor Audree'a balloon 
that they were reporting. The fact that 
they had received this warning caused 
the skeptical to aver that the Indiana' 
magination hadbeenat work, and that 
there was no balloon or other aerial 
visitor about. 

Now the report comes from a source 
not open to auch suspicion, though 
strangelyenoQgh the witDeaaes again sup- 
posed it to be Andre's balloon which for 
wo lioura they watched paasinRfrom rift 
to rift in the clouda a mile above their 
heads. The letter below has been ad- 
dreased to the Colonist by a reliable 
nan employed at the Wadhain'a Can- 
nery, and speaks for itself as follows: 
"On the morning of .July 10, about

ner and I were drifting lor salmon out 
t the mouth of River's Inlet. Being 
both wide awake, ami hapjieiiing to look 
ip towards the mouth of the inlet we 
saw over a loftv mountain peak what at 
lir.st appeared to be a lire audi aa would 
be caused by the burning of a tall, dry 
cedar. Looking more closely, however, 
we saw that the light waa at least a mile 
bove the highest peak, and was soaring 
moothly along in boundleaa apace above 
the sea 6f mountaiiia beneath, It 
couldn't be a fire we knew, nor a star, 
or yet the moon, and alt at once the 
thought burst upon us that it was a bal- 
loon, and none other than Andre's we 
thought would be touching in these re- 
ions. The night waa dark and overcast 
nd when it lirat came into view it waa 
through a rift in a black mase of clouds. 

There seemed to he beaidea the [lower- 
ful light a large pear-shaped body at- 
udied, and rendered luminnuB by tlie 
ellection of that light. We determined 
to watch It in its progress, and saw it 
iss through rift after rift in the clouds. 
It waa evidently moving in a diU'erent 
tmosphere, or currents of air, than we 
felt below at the time, for whereas] on the 
ater there was a nasty, siiually wind 
blowing, it seemed to glide majestically 
ong without ao much as a tremor. 
I'lien daylight dawned and we discerned 
t plainly for another hour, but only the 
aked, powerful moving light now waa 
isible, until, finally, it disappeared be- 
hind a blue mass of dark clouda and we 
saw it :)o more.

Dominion Government Losing n Big Rev- 
enue Tlironsh Not Collecting 
Cnstonis. 

Those who say that Victoria's buai- 
nesa men are alow juat because they fol- 
low the true eyateui of enjoying life 
when work is put away, occasionally 
wake out of their trance with a sudden- 
t^esa that is surprising. Yesterday, for 
example, saw an incident recorded apro- 
pos of the hustle of which our resident 
merchants are capable on occasion 
which would make the average Ameri- 
can rusher turn jjtreen with envy. It 
came about thia way : 

Mr. .John I'iercy, the Vates street 
wholesaler, waa coiuinp; down to busi- 
neaa 011 the convenient tranicar. .Sitting 
by hia aide was another locai buaineas 
man, and naturally they became enga";- 
ed in convereation, which— also (|uite 
naturally — turned towards the fortiine- 
niakiiij; oil the I'pper Yukon and the loea 
which Victoria trade and Canadian rev- 
enue auffere daily tliroiit;li the dilatori- 
nesa of the federal government in ap- 
pointing customs ofhcials for the Far 
North. 

" Why," said Mr. Piercy, "leaviiii^ 
our richtB out of the question altogether, 
(H)ninion sense should show them that 
every month that they continue to allow 
.American f;oods free entry, thouaanda of 
dollars an; loat to Canada's revenue. A ' 
a huBinesH inveHment customs jiostb 
along the Northern boundary would lie 
about as good a thing as any man would 
want," 

The merchant addreaaod concurred, 
and the iilea jiresentini; itself to Mr. 
I'iercy he grasjied it on the instant, and 
continued : 

" See here — lam so fullv convinced 
that big money is being loat through 
thia delay of the government that I have 
a mind to make them a proposition that 
will open their eyes. We will form a 
company and offer them $60,000 a year 
cash for five or ten years, for the privi- 
lege of collecting duties in the far north 
—a ten year term preferred. We will 
aasunieall costs of maintenance and col- 
lection, only asking for authority aa cus- 
toiua otliciiilH.'' 

The fieiitleman addressed also saw the 
merit ol the projioaiticn, for he laconic- 
ally observed : 

" I don't mind going in $;),000on that 
proposition." 

Nor did ."everal otliera equally up-to- 
date, for ill lesH than an hour Mr. Piercy 
had hie fifty thouaand dollars guaran- 
teed by Honio of the biszest business men 
of the West, and his unique oiler waa 
wired to Ottawa. 

What the reply \vill be it is not eaay 
to guess. It is not likely that it will be 
accepted, though the Victoriana hope 
that it will. And on the other side— if 
ifoO.OOO per annum— half a million for 
the ten years— is refuaed, the govern- 
ment can oll'er no excuse for not imme- 
diatelv taking up the vork that theae 
luiilliiiR Victoriana ao pli inly indicate i-i 
beins; neglected Ht a great cash loss t) 
the country.

"It is a rich country alright, but I 

wouldn't advise anybody who liaa acy- 
thinp! like a situation to tlirow it up for 
the purpose of goiuf; ia there," was the 
remark made last evening by Mr. W. 
Sloan, a I^anaimoite who has just re- 
turned from tne Klondyke by way of Se- 
attle, having arrived at that city on the 
steamer Portland, yesterday. The re- 
turn voyage from the ininea was made 
by steamer for 1,800 miles down the Yu- 
kon to .St. MichaKl'H, at whicli place the 
direct steainer was taken for Seattle. 

" The rich country in that district," 
continued iMr. Sloan, "is all taken up, 
and it will taki3 ao much money for any- 
one to buy into the claitDB thai be could 
live comfortably on the same anaount in 
sivilizatiou. There are about fifteen 
miles of pay ground on the Bonanza 
and its banch the Eldorado and Honker 
crocks, but every inch is taken 
up ami as hit;h as .'f.")0,OUO hatj been paid 
for a share in n claim. Of course 
laborers at present are paid at the rate 
of ifl.uO an liour but with the rush this 
is bound to take a very great tuml)le. 
And auotlier danger whicli at present 
must be taken into account independent 
of the risks of the trip in, is the possi- 
bility of a shortage of provieiona. Last 
year this really liappened aud at one 
lime ^li'O for a hiindreil pounds of flour 
was the luarkeL rate ; and a shovel was 
exchanged for an ounce of gold." 

Mr. Sloan and his partners, Messrs. J. 
WilUerBon, T, Flock and W. Suouae, ar- 
rived on the Yukon in June, 189(1, hav- 
ing taken two months to make the trip, 
going in by the Chilcot pass. At the 
lime of the lirst rich strike on the Klon- 
dyke the party were prospecting on the 
Stewart river, where they had very poor 
luck and gave all hands a thoroughly 
i;ood taato of the bitter part of the life of 
a miner, lieinp in the district at the 
time of the strike they were among 
the tirst on the ground and took 
up twoEclaiins on tlie Eldorado Noa. 5, 
11 and 15 — in September, their immedi- 
ate neighbor on claim No. 1(1 being Mr. 
J.,ippy, the Y. M. C. A. otFicial, who re- 
cently landed in San Francisco with 
about .1550,000 in his valise, 

The meihod of workiDir claims is to 
sink to bedrock, which ia In some places 
1'5 feet down, and not only the ground 
ia frozen solid, but Mr. Sloane states 
that, owing to the peculiar character of 
the bed rock, wliich is a kind of slate, 
the frost has actually penetrated for. 
live or ai.ic feet into the rock itself. 
Alter sinking the shaft to pay dirt, 
the gravel is taken out by lighting a tire 
and allowing it to melt out the frozen 
earth wliich it does to the e.\tent of a 
lew inches each night. This gravel is 
raieed to the surface and stored during 
the winter and sluiced when the warm 
weather has come. 

The cold ia very intense, C2 deg. 
below zero being the mark last winter, 
but owing to the dryness of the clim'ate 
i\Ir. Sloan states that his party did not 
loose a sinjcle days work during 
the whole time. While there can 
by no question as to the richness of the 
digginga, the opinion ia expressed that 
they have already been painted in too 
glowing colors, as according to this party 
•fijOiODO is the most that anv single miner 
tias taken out. The .fiaO.OOO which has 
been credited to one man rej)resents the 
season's clean-up of three partners. 

While not agreeing with the estimate 
that at least .-flO, 01)0,000 will be taken out 
of these mines thia year, Mr. Sloan 
tliinka tliat the total output he- 
fore the claims are worked 
out will be pa, 000,000. The estimate 
of ^ 1,000, 000, which haa been made aa 
representing the gold taken out this 
year will probably be the total for the 
season. 

Among old time British Columbia 
miners who have done well on the Klon- 
dyke are Ales. Orr, John Hawks, Neil 
McArthur, VViUiani Hayes, Clalhrailh 
and Donu-all ."\IcAitliur. ' .James Cliaj)- 
inan or Chaplin, well known to Ctiesiar 
miners, died at l''cirty-Miie last May. 

Mr. Sloan returns to his hon'ie in 
Nanaiino to-day, and baa not yet do- 
ciiied aa to his future movements.

Will Stand His Trial on a Charge 
of .Criminally Libelliuff 
Father Nicolaye. 



Judge Harrison Alio Binds Him 
Over to Keep tlie Peace for 
Four Months. 



The troubles over " Father " Ruthven 
took a new turn yesterday when be was 
arrested on a charge of. criminallibel, 

and alec on a charge that his lectures 
advertised for to-day were likely to lead 
to a breach of tho peace. The charge of 
criminal libel was laid by Father 
Nicolaye, and in eflect was that Ruthven 
maliciously intended to injure Father 
Nicolaye and deprive him of his good 
name and reputation by publishing ob- 
scene and defamatory libel con 
tained in a boolE or pamphlet 
entitled crimes of Romish priests, 
and also in a certain handbill 
imputing that Father Nicolaye had en- 
couraged and committed acts of gross 
public and private immorality. The 
words particularly complained of were 
"Father Ruthven will show that lying, 
theft, anarchy, and murder are tauglit 
by Ivomiah confeseorB, and lieroby chal 
lenges i'rieat Nicolaye or Father Lem 
mena to disprove these charges." The 
charge also stated that the pamphlet or 
book Mititled "Crimes of Romiah 
Priests." 

Tiie other charge which was laid by 
Simon Bantly was to tlie effect that 
tho handbill circulated calling attention 
to Ruthven's lectures was calculated to 
produce a breach of the peace, anti that 
" the said Simon Bantly is afraid that 
some bodily injury will be done to Her 
Majesty's liege subjects in the city of 
Victoria." 

Buthven came before Judge Harrison 
in the cotirt house at half'past two to 
answer to these charges. Mr. S. Perry 
Mills and Mr. Gordon Hunter appearing 
for the ])rosccutioii and Mr. S. D 
Schultz and Mr. Gieo. Powell for tht 
dafenco. 

It was decided to take up the j)relim' 
inary hearing of the libel chaigu lirst, 
and -Mr. Hunter opened for the piosecu 
tion by reading extracts from the 
" Crimes of Rouiish Priests," which re 
fleeted on the morality of the lioman 
Catholic clergy, and also quoted the sen- 
tence already given from the handbill. 

Mr. Schultz aaked that the libe! ca; 
be laid over till Tuesday and that ;io ad- 
ditional bail tlian that already given by 
his client in the ease to come on Monday 
should be demanded. 

Judge Harrison wanted to know 
wliether iu the meantime it waa the in- 
tention of the accuBed to defer his lec 
turea advertised for Sunday. The libel 
charge waa more serious than the one of 
publishing obscene literature, for which 
the accused had already given bail. The 
accuaed in his handbil'la stated that he 
would show that priests taught crime, 
and this the judge thought might be 
calculated to brmg on a breach of the 
peace. Ettthven claimed he could prove 
t'lis, and now hero was an opportunity 
given him of proving his statements in a 
court of law. What good, however, 
could be done by letting him out 
on bail and yet repeat 
a lecture the very thing complained of. 
Hitherto there had never been religious 
disturbances in Victoria, and it was one 
of the aims in the British Empire to see 
that as far as poeaible there wns no clash 
ing of religions. ^Vhen religious paa 
sions were roused there was no telling 
where they would atop. 

After a short adjournment to allow 
Messrs. Powell & Schultz to consult with 
their client, it was decided to go on witli 
the libel case. 

Father Nicolaye was put in tiie box as 
the lirst witness and examined as to his 
duties as a priest. He gave denials 
to the statements in the bills 
against the priesthood, and gave tes- 
timony as to the chastity of priests 
The eflect r^f the charges of sensuality, if 
they were trtie, would, the witness said 
result in his being dismissed from the 
priesthood. 

The defence liad no (ineationa to ask 
this witness. 

Mrs. Mary Brinkman wag put in the 
box to show that she liad Ijoiight one of 
tho pamphlets from Mr. linlbven and 
that he luid given her a handbill iia well

She understood the statements in the 
bill to reflect on Father Nicolaye and 
Bishop Lemmene personally, and she 
stated that, as a Roman Catholic, she 
had only been taught what was good 
and moral. 

Joseph Hall gave similar testimony to 
this witness, as also did Simon Bantly. 

The accused upon being asked, de- 
clined to say anything at this stage. 

Mr. Powell for the defence held that 
no ofleuce had been proved. In order to 
show an oflence it was necessary to prove 
that there was an absolute definite 
charge against Father Nicolaye, and that 
this had not been proved. 

Tho cotirt refused to take upon him- 
self to eay that there was no libel, and 
therefore he committed the accused for 
trial. 

Next came tlie information of Samuel 
Bantly, to the eflect that the lectures 
advertised on the handbill might lead to 
a breach of the peace. After " Father " 
Kuthven's last lecture he had found, 
next morning, sods and stones up against 
tho door of the Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral, and the handbills being distributed 
with charges that Catholic priests taught 
lying, stealing and murder might lead 
to trouble, as people might get to argu- 
ment and thence to fighting. 

Mr. Schultz asked m cross-examina- 
tion: "If you were to prevaricate un- 
wittingly in the witness box, could you 
be absolved by a priest for that?" 

This question the Court overruled on 
tho ground that it waa in effect 
questioning whether tho oatli of a Ro- 
man Catholic was binding, and as long 
as a man considered his oath binding it 
mattered not, under our law, whether 
ho was Christian or heathen. 

Witness in crosa-cxamination said he 
did not know who threw the etonea lie 
saw at the church door. There had been 
no lightinc over the last lecture, but 
there might if there was another. He 
did not personally think Father Ruth- 
ven a dangerous man, nor waa he afraid 
of him. 

Mrs. Brankman, the next witness, 
considered the handbill an insult to the 

priesthood and to Catliolica. She had 
bought one of the pamphlets from the 
accused, and he had given her a hand- 
bill. 

Joseph Hall stated that as a lioman 
Catholic he considered the expressions 
in the handbill and books insults 
and calculated to make trouble. The 
lectures too he thought might result in 
a rov as Catholics were not likely to 
stand by while insults were being ut- 
tered. 

This completing the evidence for the 
prosecution the counsel for tho accused 
asked that the charge be dismissed on a 
number of grounds. One was that the 
prisoner had been given no opportunity 
to plead, the charge not having been 
read to him; another was that the 
oflence did not come under the criminal 
code as a person could only lay an in- 
formation when fearing bodily harm for 
himself, his wife or child. It waa also 
contended that the warrant of arrest 
waa defective in that it was 
not a icopy of tlie information ; 
also that it had not been shown that 
anyone was in personal danger. 

in regard to the objection that the 
charge should have been read to the 
accused, the Court thought that the 
ground was well taken. After the court 
met again the new information was read 
over to the accused, and he wns aaked 
what he had to say that he should not 
be bound over to keep the peace. 

To this Mr. Ruthven replied that he 
had been distributing similar handbills 
for the last seven years, and they had 
never caused any disturbance. Hfe in- 
tended to commit no disturbance, and 
he considered that if other people did 
intend to cause the trouble they should 
be arrested and bound over, and not 
him. 

Mr. Powell thereupon renewed the ob- 
jections already taken, and argued, more- 
over, that the matter was in reality res 
judicata and the former information 
must be treated as dismiased. 

The objections were noted and then 
the whole of the evidence on the charge 
was heard ovisr again. 

Counsel for the defence refrained from 
cross-examination of the witnesses, rely- 
ing on the objections raised. 

After a long fight between counsel and 
much linnling up of authorities the 
Court decitled that Ruthven iiitiFt give 
sureties to bo of good behaviour for four 
months, or in other worda that he would 
not incite trouble. The bond was the 
defendant in .•f.'jOO and two sureties of 
i'L'.^O each. ()u the charge of criminal 
libel the Court could not give bail, as 
application must be made to another 
judge. Tiierefore Ruthven spent the 
niglit in jail. 

Just after the court adjourned Mr. 
Jolin Braden jumped up in the middle 
of the courtroom and announced to the 
crowd of spectators. "There will be a 
meeting to-day at 3 o'clock at the same 
place." 

This produced applause and people 
still hung around the room for some, lit- 
tle time till the police were requested to 

clear it.

JAPAN CUTS NO ICE. 

That Is tlie Assumption Upon Which the 
United States Will Annex Hawaii. 

Ni;w VouK, .Inly Hi. — A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: Tlie ad- 
ministration has practically ignored the 
latest protest submitted by Japan in op- 
position to the Hawaiian annexation by 
the United States. It is understood that 
the state department had determined to 
make no reply beyond a fiiniplo acknow- 
ledgment oi ita receipt. It is admitted 
by state department otiiciuls that tho 
prcjtest ia very stifl' in ita character, 
.lapanese and Hawaiian matter were 
considered in the cabinet meeting to- 
day, but there was no confirmation of 
the report an alliance between Japan 
and .Spain. 

Minister Buck is at Tokyo, and was 
advised by the state department of the 
signing of the annexation treaty. It is 
understood that lie is aware of the sug- 
gestion of arbitration submitted to .la- 
pan by the Hawaiian authorities, and he 
will exercise the friendly offices ofithis 
government to secure the acceptance of 
the ofTer. 

London, July l(i. — The Mail's Paris

.■Embassador Porter assured me that the 
story that an alliance existed between 
Soain and Japan is iiuite unfounded. 
The Spanish embas.'iy also declares the 
report to be a caiiaril."
